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Jobs plan 
falls short

The NDP’s job program an¬ 
nounced Tuesday will either cre¬ 
ate far fewer than the 27,000jobs 
each year the government hopes 
for or will instead subsidize low- 
paying positions. 

The program, announced in 
the budget, pledges to grant em¬ 
ployers up to $5,000 — to cover 
up to 10 per cent of the earnings 
of a new hire. 

But the $89 million the NDP 
budgeted for the program in each 
of the next two years means if it 
meets its 27,000-jobs target each 
year, the average grant can only 
be about $3,300 — for jobs pay¬ 


ing around $33,000 a year. 

For comparison, a full-time job 
at the NDP’s proposed $15 per 
hour minimum wage would pay 
about $31,000 per year. 

Minister of Jobs, Skills, Train¬ 
ing and Labour Lori Sigurdson 
said the job-creation number is 
a high-end possibility and not a 
hard target. 

“We’re saying it could be up 
to 27,000 jobs. It doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean it will be. It is really 
up to what business decides,” 
Sigurdson said. “We’re not the 
creators of the jobs. We’re cre¬ 
ating an environment where 
business can create those jobs.” 

Wildrose jobs critic Grant 
Hunter said it appears the NDP 
created the job numbers to 
match campaign promises. 

“I don’t know if it was really 
an empirical, peer-reviewed ap¬ 
proach,” he said. 

Hunter also said he worries 
some employers may lay employ¬ 
ees off and re-hire them, to take 
advantage of the grant.

Province pushes need for 
hospital planning work

NDP cabinet ministers continued 
to defend their decision Wednes¬ 
day to fund only $10 million for 
planning work at the Royal Alex¬ 
andra and Misericordia hospitals 
and not devote any money for 
construction. 

With the funding currently in 
the budget, released Tuesday, it 
could be 2018 before the prov¬ 
ince replaces either Edmonton 
facility. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man said the planning dollars 
are necessaiy to give an accur¬ 
ate picture of the budgets and 
schedules for each facility. 

“We’re planning to make sure 
that, when we give a timeline 
and a budget, it’s realistic and 
Albertans can actually count on 
that,” she said. 

During a press conference 
Wednesday, held to tout previ¬ 
ously announced projects at the 
Stolleiy Children’s Hospital, Hoff¬ 
man briefly suggested a plan for 
the facilities could come faster, 
but also conceded the planning 
work would take time.

“We think it will take two 
years to do the planning work 
properly.” 

Royal Alexandra Hospital 
Foundation president Andrew 
Otway said he understands the 
government’s need to study the 
issue further, but he is unsure 
about a potential two-year delay. 


“They are giant projects to 
move forward and I appreciate 
the minister of health and the 
minister of infrastructure want¬ 
ing to be certain.” 

AHS released estimates ear¬ 
lier this month for a 16-year, 
$4.5-billion rebuild of the Royal 
Alexandra. Otway said he could 


understand the government 
wanting more info on some of 
the projects, but some of the 
work is shovel-ready. 

“Those first phases at the Alex 
site would be fairly ready to go 
and get shovels in the ground.” 

The NDP campaigned on re¬ 
placing the Misericrodia and even 


sponsored an online petition at 
newmisnow.ca. Infrastructure 
Minister Brian Mason said the 
government still believes a new 
facility is needed, but that doesn’t 
mean it should be rushed. 

“It is veiy clear that southwest 
Edmonton needs a hospital that 
is not crumbling,” he said. “We’re 
going to take the time and spend 
the money to do it right.” 

The previous Progressive Con¬ 
servative government had allo¬ 
cated $926 million split between 
the Calgaiy Cancer Centre and 
the Royal Alexandra, but all of 
that money is now going to the 
Calgaiy facility. 

The Misericordia is overseen 
by Covenant Health and the 
group’s CEO, Patrick Dumile, 
said he understands the govern¬ 
ment’s need to go slow. 

“We’re talking about not only 
replacing failing infrastructure, 
but expanding for the needs of 
our community,” he said. 

He said replacing the hospital 
is a major decision. 

“We’re talking about a major 
investment that is going to serve 
the community for 30-plus years. 
I think this gives us the time to 
get it right.” 

PC MLA Manmeet Bhullar said 
the government could put dollars 
into later years to show they are 
serious about the project, but is 
choosing not to do that 

“These were nothing more 
than campaign promises and to 
the people of Edmonton that is 
unfortunate.”

Cancer 
centre 
on track

Cancer patient Rebecca Morlidge 
was thrilled to see the govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to building 
the Calgaiy Cancer Centre facil¬ 
ity on the northeast side of the 
Foothills Medical Centre. 

The day after rolling out a 
deficit-laden budget that also 
saw the proposed cancer cen¬ 
tre delayed by up to four years, 
Premier Rachel Notley began 
her budget sales tour with the 
announcement on the $830 mil¬ 
lion for the long-delayed health 
project. 

The new facility will be located 
on Lot 7 at the Foothills, she said. 
Construction will begin in 2017 
and the centre will open by 2024. 

It will replace the Tom Baker 
Cancer Centre to provide more 
beds and services, she added. 

Morlidge—whose breast can¬ 
cer has spread to her spine and 
liver—said she frequents several 
facilities each year for treatment. 

“So being able to go to one 
comprehensive centre that’s state 
of the art and close to the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy is amazing,” 
she said. 

In July, Health Minister Sarah 
Hoffman said she hoped to have 
the cancer centre open by 2020. 

However, that target was set 
by the former Progressive Con¬ 
servative government in 2012, 
Notley said, adding the 2024 
deadline is a “cautious” date that 
the government will maintain.

Despite exploring ideas to ac¬ 
celerate the long-delayed pro¬ 
ject, with winter coming, offi¬ 
cials say crews can’t pour the 


102 Avenue Bridge’s deck until 
next spring. 

Road design and construc¬ 
tion manager Barry Belcourt 
said a three-month delay cre¬ 
ated by buckled girders earlier 
this year stalled construction 
on the $32.5 million project 
long enough to push the deck 
work so late that the weather 
is now a factor. 

Pouring the deck now, he 
said, isn’t possible, as the con¬ 
crete requires a minimum tem¬ 
perature of five degrees Celsius 
for three consecutive weeks. 

“We looked at putting a cov¬ 
er structure (to continue work¬ 


ing), but it’s over a live road,” 
he said, adding that strong 
wind in the valley could top¬ 
ple a temporary shelter onto 
Groat Road. “We could have a 
disaster,” he said. 

So instead, the city waits 
for the vital connection that 
was due open Oct. 2, with the 
opening date now pushed back 
nearly a full year to Septem¬ 
ber 2016. 

Meanwhile, the city’s con¬ 
tractor will keep paying 
$11,500 daily as a penalty — 
money that goes back into 
rerouting traffic and transit 
caused by the bridge’s absence. 


“We are happy with the pen¬ 
alty we put in on this,” Belcourt 
said. “(It) was more aggressive 
because we took the actual 
bridge out of service.” 

The money helps cover the 
city’s costs, but businesses af¬ 
fected by the loss of traffic on 
102 Avenue reap no benefits. 

Belcourt said he will devise a 
plan and work with the 19 busi¬ 
nesses most affected to “get 
cars in and out” of the area. 

“We only wanted to affect 
one Christmas season,” he said. 
“We need to get messaging out 
there (that) these businesses 
are open.”

The NDP government’s com¬ 
mitment to post-secondary in¬ 
stitutions is a breath of fresh 
air for students accustomed 
to years of cuts under the for¬ 
mer Progressive Conservative 
government. 

Alberta’s 250,000 students 
enrolled in higher education 
will benefit from $5.7 billion 
in funding announced in Tues¬ 
day’s budget, including a two- 
year tuition freeze, $228 mil¬ 
lion for Student Aid programs 
and an additional $183 million 
available in student loans. 

In total, Alberta’s univer¬ 
sities, colleges and technical 
schools will receive $280 mil¬ 
lion more than last year. 

“It feels like we’ve been 
given a bit of a break,” Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta Students’ 
Union president Navneet 
Khinda said, 

Mental health funding 
remains a concern, Khinda 
said. A government grant of 
$3 million over three years 
for mental health services 
at the university will expire 
next year. 

U of A provost and vice- 
president academic Steve Dew 
told reporters Tuesday the 
money devoted to the post¬ 
secondary sector means the 
university won’t have to cut 
its operating budget. 

“We’re pleased that there 
were no unexpected surpris¬ 
es,” Dew said.

around the world,” Robinson 
said. “This was making the 
policy ineffective in terms of 
helping Alberta brewers gain 
adequate visibility with local 
consumers.” 

The markups apply to all 
brewers in the New West Part¬ 
nership — those in British Col¬ 
umbia, Alberta and Saskatch¬ 
ewan. Brewers outside of the 


partnership will face a standard 
markup rate of $1.25 per litre 
for beer, effective immediately. 

Alberta’s alcohol markup 
rate is based on the type of 
product and its alcohol content 
— not manufacturer’s costs. 
The province’s privatized li¬ 
quor model means retailers 
determine the pricing of their 
products. 


Robinson said the markup 
policy encourages new startups 
and growth of existing small 
breweries, resulting in more 
variety at the liquor store. 

“It gives them a break at the 
bottom end,” he said. “This 
markup opportunity really al¬ 
lows people who want to get 
into the business to start up 
and grow.” 


PETITIONS 

Seeking 
a Harper 
landfill 

An online petition launched 
this week to rename the Cal- 
gaiy International Airport after 
Stephen Harper has sparked a 
number of opposing petitions. 

The first was to prevent the 
renaming of the airport. Now 
new petitions include naming 
a wastewater treatment plant 
or a landfill after the outgoing 
prime minister. 

“I thought it was funny, but in 
retrospect it’s unfair to compare 
a landfill to the Harper govern¬ 
ment,” said Craig Hopkins, who 
created the landfill-renaming 
petition, in an email. 

Hopkins said it started as a 
joke but he was surprised to see 
the enthusiasm and support it 
generated. 

Curtis Mullen, who started the 
original petition to rename the 
airport, told Metro earlier this 
week he wanted to honour the 
longest-serving prime minister 
from Western Canada. 

“Canada has a tradition of 
naming airports after former 
prime ministers,” he said. “We 
do this to recognize their accom¬ 
plishments while they were in

Premier nixes provincial sales tax talk 


Premier Rachel Notley is shut¬ 
ting down suggestions her 
spend-heavy budget may ul¬ 
timately trigger a sales tax to 
pay for it all. 

Notley told the House dur¬ 
ing question period Wednes¬ 
day that no sales tax or har¬ 
monized tax will be created 
on her watch. 

“That budget nor any other 
budget in the term of this gov¬ 
ernment will not and does not 
include a PST,” said Notley. 


The Alberta government 
projects $34 billion in capital 
spending over the next five 
years and $47 billion in total 
debt by 2020. 

The result is a budget that 
forecasts multibillion-dollar 
deficits for the next four years, 
including $6.1 billion in the 
current fiscal year, which ends 
March 31. 

Wildrose Leader Brian Jean 
told Notley the borrowing 
could trigger a cut in the prov¬ 


ince’s AAA credit rating, lead¬ 
ing to higher interest rates and 
even more red ink. 

“This budget has too much 
debt and no plan to pay it 
back,” Jean told the House. 
“Why is the premier risking the 
future well-being of Albertans 
with this budget?” 

Notley noted the govern¬ 
ment will pass a bill this ses¬ 
sion to head off downgrades by 
limiting debt to 15 per cent of 
the province’s nominal gross 


domestic product. 

She added that the current 
ratio is about six per cent of 
GDP. 

Notley said her job is to find 
the best long-term plan and to 
stick with it rather than sim¬ 
ply hacking and slashing when 
prices tumble in the province’s 
wellspring oil economy. 

“This budget is investing in 
the future well-being of Alber¬ 
tans,” said Notley.

Transit union 
says city buses 
need to chill

The head of Edmonton’s tran¬ 
sit union doesn’t want the city 
to miss the bus on adding air- 
conditioning to its fleet. 

At least part of the bus fleets 
in Vancouver, Calgary, Winni¬ 
peg, Montreal and Halifax have 
air conditioning, but none of 
Edmonton’s 884 buses do. 

“It’s not just a comfort issue, 
it’s much more than that,” said 
Steve Bradshaw, president of 
the transit union. “It’s a safety 
issue.” 

On Wednesday, Bradshaw 
told the city’s transportation 
committee six bus drivers had 
to leave work last summer for 
heat exhaustion. 

“There are probably 60 more 
experiencing symptoms of a 
lesser level but were still at 
risk,” he said. 

It’s a risk Bradshaw said isn’t

City's planning manager 
stepping down 

The city's branch manager 
for current planning, a man 
highly regarded in the de¬ 
velopment community as a 
"fixer," according to Coun. 
Scott McKeen, has ten¬ 
dered his resignation. The 
portfolio being vacated by 
Scott Mackie on Nov. 13 is 


worth having operators or their 
passengers face. 

“Symptoms include dizzi¬ 
ness, fatigue, dehydration and 
fainting.

At Wednesday’s meeting, 
administration told council¬ 
lors they would include air 
conditioning in the desired 
specification list for the city’s 
purchase of 84 buses between 
2017 and 2018, and pilot other 
measures such as increasing 
airflow.

But the cost per bus, $43,000, 
is one issue some councillors 
are balking at. 

Coun. Michael Walters said 
it’s “pretty alarming.” 

“We agree it’s a lot of 
money,” Bradshaw said. “But 
I told (the city) we will be ne¬ 
gotiating on this if it doesn’t 
get going ...

A potentially generation-defin¬ 
ing international conference in 
Paris begins less than a month 
after Justin Trudeau becomes 
prime minister. 

The UN conference on cli¬ 
mate change, which begins 
Nov. 30, will see countries tiy 
to negotiate post-2020 targets 
for reducing greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

However, according to at 
least one climate policy expert, 
Trudeau won’t actually have to 
do much there. 


“Internationally, he’s got it 
made because he’s not Stephen 
Harper, so he will be loved,” 
said Mark Jaccard, who is also 
a professor at Simon Fraser 
University’s School of Resource 
and Environmental Manage¬ 
ment in Burnaby, B.C. “All he 
has to do is sound enthusias¬ 
tic and say we’ll do our part.” 

During the election cam¬ 
paign, Trudeau committed to 
attending the Paris climate 
conference and bringing the 
premiers with him. In his first 
post-election press conference 
last week, Trudeau said he had 
already spoken with a number 
of premiers about attending 
the conference, and that “Can¬ 


ada’s years of being 
a less-than-enthusi- 
astic actor on the 
climate change file 
are behind us.” 

The hard work 
really begins after 
Paris. 

Trudeau also 
promised to hold 
a first ministers’ 
meeting within 
90 days to create 
a “pan-Canadian 
framework” for combatting 
climate change, including 
national emissions reduction 
targets. 

Jaccard, who served on the 
Intergovernmental Panel on 


Climate Change and 
on Canada’s Nation¬ 
al Roundtable on 
the Environment 
and the Economy, 
said there’s more 
provincial will to 
tackle the problem 
than in the past. 

For example, in 
the era of the Kyoto 
Accord, then-prime 
minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien had “an antag¬ 
onistic government in Alberta, 
an almost disinterested govern¬ 
ment in Quebec, and Saskatch¬ 
ewan and B.C. were not that 
keen,” Jaccard said. 

Now, Quebec has a cap-and- 


trade system. Ontario says it’s 
negotiating its way in to link 
with Quebec and California. 
B.C. has a carbon tax, and Al¬ 
berta has promised more action 
on greenhouse gases. 

“The solution now to bring 
everybody under the same sys¬ 
tem is to ensure that it doesn’t 
inadvertently become a tool of 
redistribution,” Jaccard said. 
“(Trudeau) will have to figure 
out how to mesh divergent 
policies, bring laggards into 
some kind of national system, 
and then start to have binding 
cap requirements that make 
sense in terms of global goals.” 

The Liberals would give the 
provinces flexibility to set their 


own carbon pricing systems. 

Louise Comeau, Climate Ac¬ 
tion Network Canada executive 
director, is “cautiously optimis¬ 
tic” about Trudeau’s approach, 
but said “there’s a lot of detail 
that needs to be filled in.” 

“You have to have some flex¬ 
ibility,” she said. “But there’s a 
difference between flexibility 
and loopholes. We’re looking 
really hard here to see, is he 
serious?” 

Trudeau should go to Paris 
promising to review the pre¬ 
vious government’s commit¬ 
ment of 30 per cent reductions 
by 2030, Comeau said, and 
agree to five-year reviews of 
any signed agreement.

Two decades later, movement still alive 


One thing on which sovereigntists 
and federalists can agree some 20 
years after the 1995 referendum 
is that the Quebec independence 
movement—in one form or an¬ 
other —will likely never go away. 

Prominent sovereigntists say 
their side—the Yes side—would 
have won if the federal govern¬ 
ment had stayed away and not 
tried to help the No campaign, 
particularly regarding the con¬ 
troversial Unity Rally in Montreal 
three days before the Oct. 30, 
1995, vote. Federalists, mean¬ 


while, argue the defeat of the 
Yes side in 1995 — and in the 
preceding referendum of1980 — 
is due to a stubbom-yet-obvious 
reality: Canada’s flexible, federal 
system works. 

“There will continue to be a 
group of people in Quebec who 
want to separate and we need to 
respect that and understand that,” 
said former Quebec premier Jean 
Charest, who was the leader of the 
federal Progressive Conservative 
Party of Canada in 1995.

Sen. Patrick Brazeau said Wed¬ 
nesday he’s focused on get¬ 
ting back to the upper cham¬ 
ber “as quickly as possible” 
after a Quebec judge agreed 
to grant him an unconditional 
discharge on assault and drug 
charges. 

“This nightmare, I’ve been 
living with this for two-and-a- 
half years and it’s finally over,” 
Brazeau said outside the court¬ 
room in Gatineau, Que., after 
the decision came down. 

Partway through the trial, 
Brazeau pleaded to reduced 
charges of assault and pos¬ 
session of cocaine, while the 
more serious charge of sexual 
assault was dropped due to a 
lack of evidence. 

Quebec Court Judge Valmont 
Beaulieu read a lengthy de-

cision that outlined why he 
agreed with the joint recom¬ 
mendation of the Crown pros¬ 
ecutor and Brazeau’s lawyer, 
who urged him to grant a dis¬ 
charge. 

The victim did not make a 
statement to the court before 
the sentencing. 

Beaulieu emphasized certain 
extenuating circumstances, in¬ 
cluding that Brazeau had lived 
for several months under the 
cloud of being accused of sex¬ 
ual assault, and that the victim 
did not suffer any injuries. 

He also noted a Supreme 
Court judgment that outlined 
how a person’s public position 
can subject them to addition¬ 
al media scrutiny and public 
shame. 

“Each time any individual 
— regardless of colour, creed 
or anything— in this countiy 
gets accusations of sexual as¬ 
sault, obviously it’s going to 
taint that person’s reputation,” 
Brazeau said. 

“Unfortunately, there are 
situations where people do 
commit these crimes, but I 
haven’t.” 

Brazeau still faces a criminal 
trial for fraud and breach of 
trust arising from his Senate 
living expenses, scheduled to 
take place in March 2016. The 
trial of Sen. Mike Duffy, which 
involves similar issues, is set 
to resume next month. 

“I’m certainly not a fraud¬ 
ster, and I’m going to fight to 
the end to get back my job.”

Political history 
is made in Nepal

Parliament 
elects its 
first female 
president 

Nepalese lawmakers elected a 
longtime women’s rights cam¬ 
paigner to become the coun¬ 
try’s first female president 
Wednesday, as the nation push¬ 
es for more gender equality in 
politics and work life. 

Bidhya Devi Bhandari, the 
54-year-old deputy leader of 
Nepal’s Communist Party of 
Nepal Unified Marxist-Leninist, 
had lobbied actively for the 
new constitution to require 
that either the president or 
vice-president be a woman. 

Nepal has been trying to 
shift from a traditionally male- 
dominated society, where 
women are mostly limited to 
working at homes or on farms, 
to one in which women have 


equal access to opportunities 
and legal rights. 

Lawmakers cheered as Bhan¬ 
dari’s name was announced 
as the new president. An ally 
and party colleague of Prime 
Minister Khadga Prasad Oli, 
Bhandari had been considered 
the favourite for the largely 
ceremonial job. 

Bhandari said her election 
— by a vote of 327-214 against 
Congress party leader Kul Ba¬ 
hadur Gurung — marked a first 
step toward assuring the new 
constitutional guarantees of 
equality are fulfilled. The con¬ 
stitution, adopted last month, 
also requires that one-third of 
the country’s lawmakers be 
women, and that women be 
included in all government 
committees. 

Bhandari replaces President 
Ram Bar an Yadav, who was 
elected in 2008 for a two-year 
term that was extended when 
efforts to draft a new constitu¬ 
tion stalled over seven years.

Recruited ISIL fighters back at home spark fear of instability 


The Russian province of Dag¬ 
estan, a flashpoint for Islamic 
violence in the North Caucasus, 
is feeding hundreds of fighters 
to the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant (ISIL) in Syria — and 
now some are coming back 
home with experience gained 
from the battlefield. 

The departures mean the 
region itself has become mark¬ 
edly less violent recently with 
fewer bombings and shootings. 

And the returning fighters 
have either landed in jail or 
been kept under close police 


surveillance. But there are 
long-term concerns that the 
presence of radical Muslims 
trained in ISIL warfare could 
lead to greater instability and 
violence. 

“We can’t allow them to use 
the experience they have just 
gained in Syria back home,” 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin said recently. 

Eduard Urazayev, a former 
minister in Dagestan’s prov¬ 
incial government, and now a 
political analyst, said poverty 
and unemployment in the re¬ 


gion made the ISIL recruiters’ 
job easier. “If the high level of 
corruption and unfavourable 
socio-economic situation re¬ 
main it may further fuel pro¬ 
test sentiments and increase 
sympathy for (ISIL).” 

Officials said they were keep¬ 
ing close watch on those who 
return. Dagestan authorities 
have tried to register all fol¬ 
lowers of Salafism, a radical 
branch of Sunni Islam, taking 
their fingerprints and DNA 
samples. 

Sharaputdin Arslanbelcov, a 


police official in Makhachkala 
in charge of fighting extrem¬ 
ism, said the official number of 
Dagestan residents who have 
left for Syria is 419, but reli¬ 
able intelligence indicates the 
actual figure is around 700, a 
significant share of an esti¬ 
mated 2,500 Russian citizens 
with IS. 

Arslanbelcov said IS recruit¬ 
ers were working actively in 
universities and schools, tak¬ 
ing advantage of economic and 
social problems in the region.

Until she attended a five-year- 
old’s birthday party, lunette Pow¬ 
ell was not inclined to blame 
her problems on the colour of 
her skin. 

Her four-year-old JJ was sus¬ 
pended three times from his 
Nebraska preschool, twice for 
throwing chairs and for spit¬ 
ting. She didn’t think it was a 
good idea to suspend tiny kids, 
but she thought it was normal. 

Then, sitting in a living room 
last March, she got to talking 
with a group of white moms. 

“They were shocked that my 
kid was being suspended. Even 
with the reasons,” said Powell. 
“They said, ‘Well, my kid hit 


someone in the face and that 
kid had to go to the hospital, 
and all I got was a phone call.’ 
They kept on telling me all the 
things their kid was doing. And 
at some point it was like, ‘What 
else could there be?”’ 

The U.S. Department of Educa¬ 
tion released a set of figures that 
confirmed Powell’s suspicions. 
Black children made up 18 per 
cent of the country’s public pre¬ 
school students but 42 per cent 
of the students suspended, 48 per 
cent of the students suspended 
more than once. 

This week’s viral video of a 
South Carolina police officervio¬ 
lently throwing a black high 
school student to the ground

Oral sex causing genital herpes 


Two-thirds of the world’s popu¬ 
lation under 50 (more than 3.7 
billion people) have oral herpes, 
according to the World Health 
Organization’s first- 
ever global estimate 
for the prevalence 
of the virus. 

The UN health 
agency adds that 
about 140 million 
people have been 
infected genitally 
by the oral herpes 
virus worldwide. 

The findings, published Wed¬ 
nesday in the journal PLOS ONE, 


suggest people are getting gen¬ 
ital herpes from oral sex. 

The traditional belief that 
herpes type 1 is above the 
waist and type 
2 is below is 
changing; a 
2012 study in 
the Canadian 
Journal of In¬ 
fectious Dis¬ 
eases & Medic¬ 
al Microbiology 
found that 63 
per cent of genital herpes 
cases analyzed were caused 
by the type 1 virus. Another 


2003 study, also in Nova Scotia, 
found that herpes type 1 was 
the dominant virus causing 
genital herpes. 

“I think what’s really inter¬ 
esting about this is it really 
reflects behavioural changes,” 
said Dr. Vanessa Allen, chief 
of medical microbiology with 
Public Health Ontario. 

“As sexual practices change 
— and part of that is because 
people are trying to have safer 
and safer sex — there’s some 
hypothesizing that this may 
lead to more oral sex.”

Hundreds of people have died 
in suicide bombing attacks 


mainly targeting mosques and 
markets in recent months. 

Nigerian troops have res¬ 
cued hundreds of captives 
this year but none of the 
219 girls kidnapped from a 
school in Chibolc town. Their 
mass abduction in April 2014 
sparked international outrage 
and led Nigerians to vote out 
President Goodluclc Jonathan 
and elect former military dic¬ 
tator Muhammadu Buhari in 
March. 

Earlier this year, troops from 
Nigeria and Chad forced Boko 
Haram out of a swath of north¬ 


eastern Nigeria where Boko 
Haram, allied with ISIL, de¬ 
clared an Islamic caliphate. 

Buhari has promised to halt 
the uprising by December. Ni¬ 
geria’s homegrown extremist 
group has responded with a 
relentless campaign of sui¬ 
cide bombings in northern, 
northeastern and central Ni¬ 
geria, as well as in the neigh¬ 
bouring countries of Chad, 
Cameroon and Niger. The de¬ 
ployment of a multinational 
force has been delayed with¬ 
out explanation for months.

CEO defends free Internet access

Hopes for a government bailout 
prompted a surge in Bombardier 
shares on Wednesday ahead of 
what is expected to be gloomy 
third-quarter results. 

The Quebec government 
declined to confirm published 
reports suggesting that it will 
announce Thursday a financial 
contribution to bolster the em¬ 
battled transportation giant’s 
strained cash levels. 

Several media reports, all 
citing sources, didn’t specify 
whether the province or Que¬ 
bec’s biggest pension fund man¬ 
ager, the Caisse de depot, would 
buy Bombardier shares or make 
some other form of financial 
contribution. 

The Quebec-based company’s 
stock gained strength on the 
Toronto Stock Exchange as the 
trading day progressed—closing 
up 11 per cent in heavy trading 
— but still worth far less than 
a year ago. 

Government ministers de¬ 
clined to comment on the re¬ 
ports. But Quebec’s two main 
opposition party leaders wel¬ 
comed an expected government 
contribution — either through 
an equity investment or convert¬ 
ible debt. Bombardier employs 
nearly 18,000 people in the prov¬ 
ince, contributes to exports and 
bolsters innovation. 

Earlier, analyst Benoit Poirier 
of Desjardins Capital Markets 
said he doubts the province will 
make an equity investment in 
Bombardier Inc., given the 62 
per cent drop in the company’s 
stock price this year. 

Poirier says he suspects the 
province could help Bombar¬ 
dier by investing $1 billion to 
$2 billion in Bombardier Trans-

portation to avoid a planned IPO 
to sell a minority stake in the 
rail division, or by providing 
favourable financing to cus¬ 
tomers that buy Bombardier 
Aerospace CSeries planes. 

Quebec, Canada and Britain 
have previously made large fi¬ 
nancial contributions to Bombar¬ 
dier to help develop and sell the 
CSeries, a 110- to 160-seat com¬ 
mercial jet. It’s slated to enter 
into service next year — about 
two years behind schedule. 

Canada committed US$350 
million, Quebec $117 million and 
Britain 180 million pounds. The 
Quebec government also agreed 
in 2013 to provide $1 billion in 
financing help to buyers of the 
CSeries, joining a similar prac¬ 
tice by the federal government. 

Bombardier relaunched the 
CSeries in 2008 after several 
years of work on the aircraft 
was paused because it couldn’t 
sign up sufficient orders from air¬ 
lines and leasing companies. The 
fuel-efficient plane that is larger 
than Bombardier’s regional jets 
was designed to compete with 
the smallest planes produced by 
Airbus and Boeing.

Facebook CEO Mark Zucker¬ 
berg defended his company’s 
contentious efforts to ex¬ 
pand Internet access in the 
developing world during his 
second visit to India this year. 

The company’s free platform 
offering a basic level of Internet 
access via Android devices has 
been introduced to 24 coun¬ 
tries and has amassed about 
15 million users, mostly in 
Africa and Asia, Zuckerberg 
said at a meeting Wednesday 
with students. 

He said it could help allevi¬ 
ate poverty in India by provid¬ 
ing information to the poor 
and contributing to develop¬ 
ment of the economy. 

The platform known as Free 
Basics was developed in con¬ 
junction with other technology 
companies and has brought a 
mixed response from govern¬ 


ments and analysts. Many criti¬ 
cize it for lacking transparency 
in how information is selected 
for the site and favouring Face- 
book’s own services over those 
of competitors. 

Zuckerberg rejected the criti¬ 
cism as a luxuiy of those who 
can afford access to the Inter¬ 
net. He said limiting content 
on the Free Basics platform was 
necessary, because “you cannot 
provide the whole Internet for 
free.” It was initially known as 
Internet.org. 

There are about 300 million 
people using the Internet in 
India, including 130 million 
using Facebook, making India 
the company’s second-largest 
user base behind the United 
States. 

But there are still about 1 
billion Indians with no Inter¬ 
net access. 


“We deeply care about ser¬ 
vicing the Indian community 
and giving them the best tools. 


That’s why I want to be here,” 
said Zuckerberg.

EMMATEITEL: ON RESEARCH FATIGUE

It seems every day the news 
produces a study indicating 
our life choices will result 
in illness or untimely death 
— followed directly by a 
contradictory report. 



“Find what you love and let it 
kill you” is a quote attributed 
to Charles Bulcowski (though 
no one knows whether he 
actually said it) and a mantra 
recited by starving artists who 
pursue their passion in the 
face of poverty. This week 
though, it could be the man¬ 
tra of bacon lovers. 

Bacon is one of the most 
adored foods on the planet, 
but its gradual effects, ac¬ 
cording to new findings by 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion, are potentially cancer- 
inducing. According to WHO, 
which analyzed evidence 
linking the consumption of 
processed meats like bacon, 
hotdogs, and sausages to 
cancer, a “50 gram portion of 
processed meat eaten daily 
increases the risk of colorectal 
cancer by 18 per cent.” 

You might think, well big 
deal, bacon never had a great 
reputation to begin with (its 
image is synonymous with 
obesity, heart attack, and 
Homer Simpson) but consider 
this: 50 grams of processed 
meat isn’t even close to a 
Homer Simpson-sized portion. 
In fact, 50 grams of bacon 
amounts to roughly only two 
slices — and who can hon¬ 
estly eat less than two slices 
of bacon? 

Nobody. This is why the 
WHO findings have gone 
astronomically viral, inspir¬ 
ing doom-laden headlines 
at an alarming rate, some of 
which include: “Bacon kills?” 
and “Put down the hotdogs 
and salami.” Coupled with 
this bacon scare is additional 
bad news for processed meat 

So what is the 
truth? If you 
don't eat bacon 
every day, you are 
probably OK. 


lovers: Clear Food, a lab that 
analyzes food “at a molecu¬ 
lar level,” recently released a 
study indicating two per cent 
of the hotdogs they tested 
contained human DNA. (Great 
news: Your love of processed 
meat may not only kill you; it 
may also turn you into a 
cannibal). 


Mushatt Jones “keeps a steady 
diet of bacon, eggs and grits 
for breakfast,” and hangs a 
sign in her kitchen that reads 
“Bacon makes eveiything bet¬ 
ter.” Processed meat won’t 
give you cancer; it will make 
you immortal! 

I don’t know about you, but 
I find this public health news

In other uplifting public 
health news this month, a 
meat sauce sold in Ontario 
and Quebec groceiy stores 
was recalled because it may 
contain dangerous bacteria. 

It seems every day the news 
cycle produces a study indicat¬ 
ing that our life choices will 
result in illness or untimely 
death — followed directly by a 
contradictor report or article 
explaining why the original 
study is inaccurate, overblown 
or misguided. 

Take the recent influx of 
news stories about senior cit¬ 
izens who — contraiy to the 
WHO finding — have lived 
long, happy lives chock full 
of bacon. According to USA 
Today, 116-year-old Susannah 


cycle extremely confusing and 
exhausting. It’s a feeling I’ve 
dubbed “research fatigue,” 
and I’m probably not the only 
person suffering. 

“They’ve actually done 
studies to show that people 
start to tune out when they 
hear these alarmist head¬ 
lines about ‘eveiything causes 
cancer,”’ says Tim Caulfield, 
University of Alberta professor 
and Canada Research Chair 
in Health Law and Policy. “If 
the message is too confusing 
and too conflicting, people 
stop listening. These con¬ 
flicting stories make it hard 
for people to hear the truth 
through the noise.” 

So what is the truth? If you 
don’t eat bacon eveiy day, you 


are probably OK. Caulfield 
says it’s important for people 
to understand the difference 
between “relative risk” and 
“absolute risk.” 

“Your absolute risk of... 
colon cancer throughout your 
lifetime is four per cent to 
five per cent,” he says. This 
means excessive bacon eating, 
according to the WHO find¬ 
ing, can increase your risk of 
cancer by “18 per cent out of 
four to five per cent.” In those 
terms, “the absolute increase 
in risk isn’t really that much,” 
says Caulfield. 

The sad thing is that even 
when people aren’t affected 
by research fatigue — i.e. 
when they do try to change 
their eating habits, they rarely 
succeed. “There may be a mo¬ 
mentary shift,” says Caulfield, 
in which people eat healthier, 
but “after a little bit of time 
they regress back to their old 
behaviour.” 

For now, the bacon train 
seems to be chugging along 
just fine. Andrew Motta, 
owner of Toronto restaurant 
Bacon Nation, home of the 
“peanut butter bacon milk¬ 
shake,” says he has received 
no complaints from custom¬ 
ers worried about the WHO 
finding. In his words: “You 
hear bacon is bad today and 
next week, it’s going to be 
‘nine healthy reasons you 
should eat bacon.’ You’ve just 
gotta take it with a grain of 
salt.” Or if you’re so inclined, 
a bucketload.

There's no shame in 
crying over abuse 
allegations at Val d'Or 



You would have to be there, 
in Val d'Or, Que., to claim, as 
many have, that the town is in 
crisis. 

But clearly it is the next 
flashpoint for fury over the 
treatment of indigenous 
Canadians. 

The tensions mounting in 
Val d'Or, population 32,000, 
are about much more than 
one set of allegations of police 
sexually and physically abus¬ 
ing indigenous women. 

So, too, are the tears of the 
provincial public safety minis¬ 
ter, shed in response to those 
allegations, much more than 
a single show of emotion. In 
fact, her tears are pivotal. 

Lise Theriault was asked 
how the claims made her feel. 
She hesitated. Tears welled. 
Her voice wavered when she 
answered: "As shocked as the 
rest of the population." 

Watching her, my mind flew 
to a few weeks ago, when I'd 
walked through a memorial 
for missing and murdered 
indigenous women in Ottawa. 
It's set up as a semicircle, lined 
with rows of multicoloured 
moccasin uppers waiting to 
be sewn in, a metaphor for the 
unfinished lives. 

The travelling exhibit 
(booked, incredibly, through 
2019) is a kind of ceremony, 
and not even a tear is incon¬ 
sequential. Used tissues are 
collected and included in a 
ceremonial fire. I watched my 
cousin — a young mother — 
cry and cry, overcome. 

Tears help participants 
viscerally, physically "share 
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... the grieving process all 
the families and friends have 
gone through," so it feels like 
something real instead of a 
news item, says Kara Louttit, 
who was raised in Val d'Or and 
volunteers with the memor¬ 
ial, Walking with Our Sisters. 
That's what makes Theriault's 
moment of emotion so power¬ 
ful. She didn't simply call the 
allegations upsetting. She 
actually got upset. 

Of course, not all see it 
that way. Parti Quebecois 
members have called for her 
resignation, citing in part her 
"erratic" behaviour. Police 
officers felt betrayed. I can see 
why they are demanding to be 
presumed innocent. 

But I can also see why many 
others presume the complain¬ 
ants are telling the truth. 

Chastising the minister for 
her tears ignores the wider 
injustice she is responding to, 
the pervasive oppression of 
indigenous people. 

Politicians cry over many 
things — their grandmothers, 
their colleagues, their own 
jobs. Theriault cried for an 
often disempowered and 
alienated few. 

There will be an investiga¬ 
tion — by Montreal police, with 
independent oversight — and 
officers will have the full¬ 
ness of our justice system to 
counter the allegations. 

They've always had that, 
plus the power offered to 
them as officers in the first 
place. Now indigenous 
women are wielding a new, 
belated power: Recognition.

Style influencer and fashion 
blogger Garance Dore has added 
author to her list of accomplish¬ 
ments with the publication of 
her book, Love Style Life (Spie¬ 
gel & Grau, $39). 

The French illustrator and 
photographer is the only blog¬ 
ger to win the Council of Fash¬ 
ion Designers of America Eu¬ 
genia Sheppard Media Award 
(an award she shared with 
her former boyfriend Scott 
Schuman a.lc.a. The Sartorial- 
ist). She produced a Pardon My 
French video series and her 
own line of stationeiy, as well 
as collaborating with luxury 
shirt brand Equipment on a 
capsule collection featuring her 
signature illustrations. 


So why write a book, Metro 
asked Dore in a phone inter¬ 
view from New York City 
where her studio is based. 

“It took me a long time to 
come up with the right idea of 
what I wanted to do because 
the blog is such a great way to 
express yourself. It’s not like I 
was in need of more self ex¬ 
pression,” says Dore, laughing. 
“But the idea of a book is that 
it’s a wonderful self-contained 
object.” 

The book is gorgeous. Com¬ 
pact and bound in a soft em¬ 
bossed cover the colour of ballet 
slippers, Love Style Life feels 
as intimate as a personal note¬ 
book. Like Dore’s eponymous 
blog, the memoir is packed 
with her street photography, 
distinctive script and illustra¬ 
tions and candid storytelling. 

Describing her blog as an 
ongoing stoiy where it’s often 
hard to see the big picture, she 
says: “With a book you can be 
much more clear about your 
message and what you want 
to say.

SALEM 

Pulitzer 
winner dives 
into historical 
documents

One night, if the 1692 court 
confession is to be believed, Ann 
Foster and Martha Carrier flew 
through the Massachusetts sky 
on a pole. Earlier the same year, 
two young girls, who claimed 
they were bitten and pinched 
by “invisible agents,” were wit¬ 
nessed convulsing and speak¬ 
ing gibberish. After relentless 
interrogation, their family’s 
slave admitted to practicing 
witchcraft on the children, at 
the request of a satanic man 
who appeared under the guise 
of several animals. 

As we prepare for this week¬ 
end’s invasion of adorable 
ghosts and goblins, it’s hard 
to imagine that a little more 
than 300 years ago the fear of 
witches would lead to these 
incredible stories and to wide¬ 



spread terror in the Puritan New 
England colony. Within just a 
few months, 14 women, five 
men and two dogs — thought 
to be their diabolical accom¬ 
plices — would be executed 
in what has become one of the 
most famous but misunder¬ 
stood trials in American history. 

The unfortunate melange 
of circumstances that led up 
to the trials is the subject of 
celebrated Pulitzer Prize-win¬ 
ning historical biographer Stacy 
Schiff’s fascinating new book, 
The Witches: Salem, 1692, pub¬ 
lished by Little Brown. Schiff— 
whose last book, Cleopatra: A 
Life, analyzed the life of the last 
queen of Egypt — researched 
court documents, archives and 
personal correspondences in 
hopes of contextualizing the 
circumstances that led to the 
roller-coasting hysteria and ac¬ 
cusations of the Salem witch 
trials. 

These days, the only witches 
residing in the Massachusetts 
town are related to tourist at¬ 
tractions, but Schiff says that 
growing up in the state made 
its histoiy hard to escape. She 
remembers reading Arthur Mil¬ 
ler’s play, The Crucible, and the 
work of Salem native Nathaniel

Hawthorn, but was really drawn 
to the stray as a captivating his¬ 
torical moment. 

“This is the locked-room 
drama that I wasn’t certain we 
had ever entirely unpacked, and 
at the same time it was a mo¬ 
ment where women played a 
prominent role,” she says. “I had 
just come off of Cleopatra and 
thinking still about women’s 
voices, and when women are 
able to articulate what they 
think.” 

Schiff believes the strain of 
the rigid Puritan religion, com¬ 
bined with widespread poverty 
and political uncertainty, and 
residual trauma from the In¬ 
dian War, led to the villagers 
— mostly women — turning 
on each other. The trials also 
followed one of the most brutal 
winters on record, which Schiff 
speculates contributed to the 


atmosphere. “I do think that 
being indoors for those long 
periods of time — especially 
for women — plays a role cer¬ 
tainly in what you begin to see 
and how you begin to feel,” 
Schiff says. 

In many ways, the trials serve 
as a warning for our hyper-vigi¬ 
lant online culture. Schiff ob¬ 
served connections between the 
accusations and contemporary 
social media, where a single 
tweet or anonymous comment 
can go viral and destroy a per¬ 
son’s reputation. 

“If there’s one thing that I 
hope the reader comes away 
with, it’s a sense of how im¬ 
portant open-mindedness and 
humility about ideas and mercy 
are,” she says.

FINDING WINNIE 

Bear behind the famous tale

Before there was Pooh, Tigger 
or Eeyore, there was a real bear 
cub and a helpful veterinarian 
pal, who were both from Canada. 

The new children’s book Find¬ 
ing Winnie, which is being eyed 
for a film adaptation, tells the 
real Canadian stoiy that inspired 
A. A. Milne’s classic Winnie-the- 
Pooh tales. 

The author is Toronto-based 
Lindsay Matticlc, whose great¬ 
grandfather was that veiy vet, 
Harry Coleboum of Winnipeg. 

“I want people who love Win- 
nie-the-Pooh to understand that 
the real stoiy behind her is just 
as beautiful and just as amazing,” 
said Matticlc, who has already 
sold the big-screen rights to the 
newly published book. 

“I’m still blown away that, 
while a lot of people in Canada 
certainly know the story and 
know the histoiy now, around 
the world it’s really still not 
known. 

“People don’t even realize that 
there was a real bear.” 

Finding Winnie: The True 
Stoiy of the World’s Most Famous 
Bear is told through a bedtime 
stray session between a mother 
and her young son, Cole. 

As the mother tells Cole in 
the book, Coleboum was sent 
away from Winnipeg in 1914 to 
tend to soldiers’ horses overseas. 

During a stop on a train plat¬ 
form in White River, Ont., he met 


a man sitting with a gentle black 
bear cub and gave him $20 for it, 
thinking he could take good care 
of it along his journeys. 

Coleboum and the soldiers 
bonded with and trained the 
cub, which he called Winnipeg 
(Winnie). She even became the 
mascot of the 2nd Canadian In¬ 
fantry Brigade. 

But Coleboum realized he 
eventually had to give her up, 
so he brought her to the London 
Zoo, where he later checked in 
on her to ensure she was well 
cared for. 

That’s where a young boy 
named Christopher Robin Milne 
grew to love her — a bond that 
eventually inspired his dad, Alan 
Alexander Milne, to write Win- 


nie-the-Pooh. 

Sophie Blaclcall illustrates the 
book, which includes archival 
photos. 

“There are two main emo¬ 
tional takeaways from the book: 
one is the dedication, which is 
this idea that you never know 
the impact that one small loving 
gesture can have,” said Matticlc. 

“It’s like when my great-grand¬ 
father 100 years ago just bought 
a bear because he loved animals. 
He couldn’t have been thinking 
that much more than, ‘Hey, this 
will bring a lot of joy to me, to 
my fellow soldiers.’ 

“But he had no idea that in 
this veiy simple act, all these 
incredible consequences would 
come from it.” the Canadian press

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Writer weaves

'I don’t think it’s 
that loveable,

When Paula Hawkins’ debut 
psychological thriller The 
Girl On the Train hit shelves 
in January, critics were quick 
to tout the novel as the suc¬ 
cessor to Gillian Flynn’s Gone 
Girl. 

But given the book’s phe¬ 
nomenal trajectoiy — selling 
more than three million cop¬ 
ies to date, with a movie star¬ 
ring Emily Blunt on the way 
— it’s safe to say that publish¬ 
ers are now scrambling to find 
the next The Girl On the 
Train. 

Hawkins’ titular girl is 
Rachel, a divorced, unem¬ 
ployed alcoholic who finds 
solace in chugging back cans 
of gin and tonic while riding 
the commuter train in and 
out of London. 

She becomes voyeuristic- 
ally obsessed with a couple 
whose home she passes daily, 
romanticizing their perfect 


lives — until the woman goes 
missing, and Rachel becomes 
embroiled in the mystery of 
her disappearance. 

Like Gone Girl and other 
female-centred stories be¬ 
fore it, Hawkins’ novel has 
brought up a debate about 
the “likeability” of its pro¬ 
tagonist. 

“It’s a gendered thing. I 
don’t think that men are 
asked about likeability to 
the same degree,” she says. 

But niceness wasn’t a trait 
that the 43-year-old London 
writer considered while cre¬ 
ating Rachel, a challenging 
narrator even when sober. 

“Rachel was really inter¬ 
esting to write because she 
is incredibly frustrating and 
does really stupid things and 
has bad judgment, but I think 
that’s what addiction is like. 
Some people couldn’t stand 
her but I empathize with 
her,” says Hawkins. 

“I think there are a lot of 
alcoholics, in crime fiction 
especially, who are loveable 
rogues, but that’s not what 
I was interested in, because 
I don’t really think it’s that 
loveable, being a drunk.” 

Hawkins, who grew up in 
Zimbabwe, got her start as 
a financial journalist, which 
she says gave her discipline. 

She wrote a couple ro¬ 
mance novels under a pseudo¬ 
nym, but found the genre 
challenging. 

“I think it was useful in 


terms of flexing my fiction 
muscles, and learning how 
to create characters and plot, 
but I wasn’t putting my heart 
and soul on the page,” she 
says. 

“As soon as I started writ¬ 
ing The Girl on the Train, I 
felt immediately better.”

“He said, ‘Ma, I think it’s time 
we did your memoir. You talk to 
me and I’ll do it,”’ she recalled. 

“He was very sensitive to 
what I was talking about and 
wonderful (writing about) his 
brother, very sensitive and 
beautiful.”

The new TV drama Wicked City 
is aptly named: set in the any- 
thing-goes club scene in LA in 
the early ’80s, the show follows 
the exploits of a serial killer 
(played by Ed Westwick of Gos¬ 
sip Girl) and the cop (played by 
Jeremy Sisto of Suburgatoiy) try¬ 
ing to track him down.

“I think she has to at some 
point, and I don’t know how 
much she learns, how fast, and 
how on board she’s going to 
be with it. But we have to start 
from the place of knowing that 


she is madly in love with this 
person,” she explains. 

And Kent is pretty good at 
getting people to like him. “He’s 
everything she’s ever wanted in 
a man. He makes her feel com¬ 
fortable in her own skin. He 
makes her feel sexy and wanted 
and he offers an excitement 
that she doesn’t have in her life. 
She’s an abused person. She’s 
not been treated well. And so for 
someone to be a kind of Prince 
Charming for her, she’s going to 
follow him wherever he goes.” 

It’s certainly a pretty drastic 
shift in tone from the world of 
Parenthood, and Christensen 
jokes that she’s a little con¬ 
cerned about her fans. “Listen, 
I’ve been trying to warn them 
that this is not the same thing, 
but it should be a whole differ¬ 
ent kind of fun.” 

And it’s been fun for her to 
explore a new kind of character. 
“I am loving seeing the twists 
and turns she takes. She’s learn¬ 
ing so much about herself so 
fast in the course of these 11 
episodes. And if we find out that 
she’s crazy, then I haven’t done 
that in a while, so that’s fun.” 

Might she be referring to 
her early turn as the deranged 
stalker of a cute classmate in 
the 2002 teen classic Swimfan? 

“Yeah, getting back to my 
roots, there,” Christensen says 
with a smile.

It’s still unclear 
whether Odom

So there’s this new interview with Khloe 
Kardashian in People magazine where 
she basically says that even though she 
and Lamar Odom have called off their 
divorce, it doesn’t mean they’re actually 
back together. Except Kardashian her¬ 
self takes issue with it since most of the 
interview happened before Odom’s col¬ 
lapse, despite how the story is presented. 

“My people cover, I shot and inter¬ 
viewed for prior to all the events that 
happened,” she clarified on Twitter. 
“I had to do a follow-up five-minute 
phoner after the events only because I 
was contracted to. I canceled my book 
tour to avoid this attention.” Huh. It’s 
not like a Kardashian to avoid attention. 

So what was it the magazine printed 
that she take such issue with? 

Probably this: “It’s out in the media 
that we are back together, but I wish 
people understood that’s not in our 


thought process right now. There are 
too many other important things, too 
many medical things. It’s not even in 
our brains thinking about us as a couple 
or having a relationship right now.” 

Still, Kardashian and Odom have filed 
a court petition dismissing a divorce 
filing. “I pulled back on the divorce 
because there is no rush for it,” she 
told the magazine. “For medical deci¬ 
sions and a ton of other things, it’s just 
smarter that it’s put on hold. But that 
does not mean I’m back with Lamar.... 
Only time will tell.” 

According to search warrant records, 
Odom is believed to have overdosed on 
cocaine and other drugs before he was 
found unconscious at the Love Ranch 
brothel in Ciystal, Nevada. He was hos¬ 
pitalized in Las Vegas and transferred to 
Los Angeles, where his family said on 
Oct. 22 that he was undergoing therapy 
and showing improvement. 

Kardashian said Odom has a long 
road to recoveiy. “Eveiy hour is differ¬ 
ent,” she said. “It goes up and it goes 
down. Things are progressing, but it’s 
a veiy serious situation.” 

A clerk granted an Oct. 21 request to 
dismiss their divorce filing from Decem¬ 
ber 2013 in such a way that the divorce 
papers can 
be filed 
again at a 
later date.

It’s amazing what the speed 
of hockey can do. Perhaps 
in the near future, Connor 
McDavid’s last-second back¬ 
hand against Los Angeles 
would have been deemed a 
goal thanks to some sort of 
puck sensor technology. But 
right now, Jonathan Quick 
still gets the last laugh and 
the Oilers are once again 
hurting in the standings. 

Of course, it feels differ¬ 
ent this year. There is a lot 
more hope, plus squads 
such as Anaheim are un¬ 
expectedly struggling, so 
maybe we’re just in that 
weird part of the season 
where everyone is excited 
to have the NHL back and 
wants to analyze before the 
data has fully baked.

that’s a good sign. The dis¬ 
turbing part is that coach 
Todd McLellan, during his 
days as bench boss in San 
Jose, led Sharks teams that 
were possession darlings, or 
at least in the top echelon 
of the NHL. The Oilers have 
been bad in these categories 
for years and so far, it seems 
like the influence is going 
the wrong way. 

Granted, McLellan doesn’t 
have a big sample size to go 
off here. But improvement 
was expected from Edmon¬ 
ton this season and the start 
is actually worse than last 
year’s 4-5-1 stumble out the 
gates. 

The key for the Oilers 
is to get the defence corps 
moving the puck in the 
right direction; we know the 
top guns up front can do it.

It might be the fiercest rivalry 
in figure skating. 

Almost two years after Pat¬ 
rick Chan stepped off the So¬ 
chi Olympic ice beaten and 
heartbroken, having lost gold 
to Japan’s Yuzuru Hanyu, the 
two face off once again at this 
week’s Skate Canada Inter¬ 
national in Lethbridge. 

It’s Chan’s first major inter¬ 
national competition since tak¬ 
ing a year off. It’s also the first 
time he’ll compete against his 
young Japanese rival since So¬ 
chi. 

“I’m excited ... just for the 
sheer adrenaline rush,” Chan 
said. “I don’t think it could 
have worked out better. It will 
be a great comparison to see ... 
first of all, someone who’s been 
extremely successful since the 
Olympics and continued to 
dominate (Hanyu), and some¬ 
one who’s had a year off, and 
has been successful in differ¬ 
ent ways.” 

Chan looked to have gold 
in his grasp in Sochi, after a 


flawed program by Hanyu. But 
Chan faltered as well, and the 
three-time world champion 
walked away from competition 
to consider his future after his 
second-place finish. 

He didn’t stray far though. 
Chan, who said he accepted the 
results from the Olympics “a 


long time ago,” skated on sever¬ 
al show tours, which took him 
around the world and saw him 
perform several times a week. 

Hanyu, meanwhile, con¬ 
tinued to compete after 
Sochi and finished second 
behind Spain’s Javier Fernan¬ 
dez at the world champion¬ 


ships last March. 

Chan has eased himself back 
into competing by skating in 
a couple of smaller events, in¬ 
cluding the Japan Open where 
he had “a banana-peel slip” just 
seconds into his long program, 
and then didn’t land a quad. 
He finished third.

“I was nervous and wasn’t 
comfortable in the competi¬ 
tion environment anymore,” 
he said. “I have to get back 
into the world of competitive 
skating as opposed to show 
skating, it’s very different, and 
the only way to get better at it, 
and to get more comfortable 
is to keep competing.” 

He unveiled his new short 
program — to Michael Buble’s 
version of Mack the Knife — at 
a minor competition in Que¬ 
bec. 

The 24-year-old from Toronto 
is taking a patient approach 
to this season. It might take 
some time before he can reel 
off his big quad jumps. But he 
said his sights are set firmly 
on the world championships 
in Boston in March. 

And regardless of the results 
this week, Chan said he’s ex¬ 
cited to show the more mature 
side of his skating, honed in 
a year under the show tour 
spotlight.
